2. CYPRUS. THURSDAY BALTSUN HAS NYTIMES WASHINGTON 

DISPATCH REPORTING U.S. DISCLOSED IT HAD BEGUN DISCUSSIONS 
WITH NEW CYPRUS LEADERSHIP BUT INSISTED NO DECISION HAS 
YET BEEN MADE ON DIPLOMATIC RECOGNITION, AS HIGH OFFICIALS 
INDICATED NIXON ADMINISTRATION WAS LEANING MORE TOWARD 
SAMPSON THAN MAKARIOS. SPOKESMAN ANDERSON SAID INSUR- 
GENT FONMIN DIMITRIOU WAS RECEIVED TUESDAY NIGHT BY U.S. 
AMBASSADOR RODGER DAVIES. STORY CITES AMERICAN SOURCES 
SAYING KISSINGER REJECTED THE APPEALS OF DEPARTMENT 
SPECIALISTS ON GREEK-TURKISH-CYPRIOT AFFAIRS THAT U.S. 

STAND BY MAKARIOS. STORY ADDING THAT NIXON ADMINISTRATION 
OFFICIALS FOR YEARS HAVE VIEWED MAKARIOS AS THE CASTRO 
OF THE MEDITERRANEAN WHO TURNED TOO READILY TOWARD 
COMMUNIST STATES FOR ASSISTANCE. 

2A. THURSDAY WASHPOST MARDER REPORTS U.S. SENT SISCO TO 
LONDON TO COORDINATE POLICY WITH NATO ALLIES; SISCO WILL
